- Schedule B of your report discloses one or more contributions to "Joni Ernst 
for US Senate, Inc." for the retirement of debts incurred by the 2014 Primary 
election campaign; however, it appears that the recipient committee(s) had 
insufficient debts to warrant such a contribution. Please note that a committee 
may only designate contributions to retire a candidate's debts if those debts 
exist. (11 CFR §§ 110.1(b) and 110.2(b))
   
If any apparently impermissible contribution in question was incompletely or 
incorrectly disclosed, you should amend your original report with clarifying 
information.
   
If you have made an impermissible contribution, you must request a refund or 
provide a written authorization for a redesignation of the contribution within 60 
days of the treasurer's receipt.
